apply to any activity duly licensed by the Board of Selectmen under the applica- 
ble provisions of the Massachusetts General Laws. A violation of this by-law

QUESTION NO. 1: PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the constitution summariz- 
ed below, which was approved by the General Court in a joint session of the two 
branches held August 25, 1971, received 212 votes in the affirmative and 39 in 
the negative, and in a joint session of the two branches held June 6, 1973, re- 
ceived 235 votes in the affirmative and 19 in the negative? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment, if approved, would replace the present 
Article 52 of the Articles of Amendment to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth and would empower the General Court, by concurrent vote of the two 
houses, to take a recess or recesses amounting to not more than thirty days. The 
present Article 52 permits such recesses but provides that “no such recess shall 
extend beyond the sixtieth day” from the beginning of the legislative session. 
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QUESTION NO. 2: |. PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the constitution sum- 
marized below, which was approved by the General Court in a joint session of 
the two branches held August 25, 1971, received 177 votes in the affirmative 
and 65 in the negative, and in a joint session of the two branches held June.6, 
1973, received 166 votes in the affirmative and 93 in the negative? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment, if approved, would provide for a census 
in the year 1975 and every tenth year thereafter of the inhabitants of each city 
and town as a basis for determining the representative, senatorial and councillor 
districts for the ten year period beginning with the first Wednesday in the fourth 
January following the taking of the census, provided that the districts as estab- 
lished based on the 1971 census shall terminate on the first Wednesday in Jan- 
uary, 1979. The census shall specify the number of inhabitants residing in each 
precinct of a town and each precinct and ward of a city. 


Under the proposed amendment, the House of Representatives would. consist of 
160 members, in contrast to the present membership of 240, and the Senate of 
40 members. The General Court would, at its first regular session after the year 
in which the census is taken, divide the Commonwealth into 160 representa- 
tive districts and 40 senatorial districts of contiguous territory so that each re- 
presentative and each senator will represent an equal number of inhabitants as 
nearly as may be; and such districts shall be formed; as nearly as may be, with- 
out uniting two counties or parts of two or more counties and, with respect to 
representative districts, without uniting, as nearly as may be, two towns or parts 
of two or more towns, two cities or parts of two or more cities, or a.city and a 
town, or parts of cities and towns, into one district, and without dividing any 
town containing less than 2500 inhabitants. The General Court would be per- 
mitted to pass laws to limit the time within which judicial proceedings may 

be instituted calling in question any such division. The proposed amendment 
further provides that every representative, for one-year at least immediately pre- 
ceding his election, shall have been an inhabitant of the district for which he is 
chosen, and every senator shall be an inhabitant of this Commonwealth for five 
years at least preceding his election and at’ the time of his election shall be an 
inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen. Every representative and senator 
shall cease to represent his district when he shall cease to be an inhabitant of the 
Commonwealth. The manner of calling and conducting the elections for repre- 
sentatives and for senators and councillors, and of ascertaining their election, 
shall be prescribed by law. The amendment vests original jurisdiction in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, upon petition of any voter of the Commonwealth, filed 
with the clerk of said court, for judicial relief relative to the establishment of 
House of Representatives, councillor and: senatorial districts. 
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QUESTION NO. 3: | PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the constitution sum- 
marized below, which was approved by the General Court in a joint session of 
the two branches held June 7, 1972, received 250 votes in the affirmative and 
3 in the negative, and in a joint session of the two branches held June 6, 1973, 
received 253 votes in the affirmative and 0 in the negative? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment would repeal section 2 of Article 46 of 
the Articles of Amendments to the Constitution of the Commonwealth (the 
“anti-aid amendment”, so-called.) and replace it with a new section 2, for the 
purpose of allowing grants in aid to private higher educational institutions or to 
students, or parents or guardians of students, attending such institutions. 


The proposed amendment would delete the first clause of the present section 2, 
which requires that all moneys raised by taxation in the towns and cities for the 
support of public schools, and all moneys appropriated by the Commonwealth 
for the support of common schools shall be applied to or expended in only 
those schools conducted according to law under the order and superintendence 
of the authorities of the town or city in which the money is expended. The 
effect of the deletion of t he first clause of section 2 would be to remove the 
constitutional prohibition against the use of public moneys, which have been 
raised by taxation or appropriated for support of public schools, for grants in 
aid to private higher educational institutions or to students, or parents or 
guardians of students, attending such institutions. 


The proposed amendment would also alter the second clause of the present 
section 2 by removing the prohibition against a grant, appropriation or use of 
public money or property or loan of public credit by the Commonwealth or any 
political subdivision for the purpose of founding, maintaining or aiding any school 
or institution of learning, whether under public control or otherwise, wherein any 
denominational doctrine is inculcated, or any other school or any college which 

is not publicly owned and under the exclusive control, order and superintendence 
of public officers or public agents. In place of the foregoing, the proposed amend- 
ment would prohibit the grant, appropriation or use of public money or property 
or loan of credit by the Commonwealth or any political subdivision for the pur- 
pose of founding, maintaining or aiding any primary or secondary school which 
is not publicly owned and under the exclusive control, order or superintendence 
of public officers or public agents. 


The proposed amendment would also add to the present section 2 a provision 
that nothing therein shall be construed to prohibit grants in aid to private higher 
educational institutions or to students, or parents or guardians of students, attend- 
ing such institutions.

139 votes in the affirmative and 119 in the negative? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment would revise Article 78 of the Articles 
of Amendment to the Constitution to permit the expenditure of money from 

the highway fund for mass transportation lines and other mass transportation 
purposes in such manner as the Legislature may direct. The highway fund includes 
receipts from fees, duties, excises and license taxes relating to registration, 
operation or use of motor vehicles and taxes from the sale of motor vehicle 

fuels. The. expenditure of money from such fund is presently restricted to high- 
way and bridge construction, reconstruction, maintenance and repair, enforce- 
ment of state traffic laws, and administration of the tax statutes which provide 
highway fund receipts. 


QUESTION NO. 5: __ LAW PROPOSED BY AN INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below which was disapproved in the House 
of Representatives by a vote of 73 in the affirmative and 150 in the negative and 
was disapproved in the Senate by a vote of 16 in the affirmative and 22 in the 
negative? 


SUMMARY 


Provisions of the act establish an independent Corrupt Practices Commission, with 
five members to be appointed by the Governor to staggered five year terms. The 
Commission has subpoena powers and is to investigate, by means of secret hear- 
ings, candidates’ compliance with all state and federal laws relating to political 
campaign contributions and expenditures and corrupt practices. If probable cause 
is shown, the Commission is required to direct the Attorney General to take 
further action in the proper form and is required to make public a report of such 
action. In cases involving the campaign practices of the Attorney General himself, 
a special attorney is to be appointed. If no probable cause is shown, the Com- 
mission is to state so publicly. | 


Further, the proposed act extends the application of the current statute regarding 
the disclosure of campaign expenditures and contributions, to all candidates for 
office above the town and city level, with the exception of President and Vice 
President of the United States. The act requires all such candidates to receive 

and disburse all amounts greater than $25 by check, and makes it a crime to 
knowingly receive cash payment from a candidate or his committee for a service 
costing more than $25. The act also requires candidates to designate a single bank 
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as depository of funds and as recordkeeper, with records of receipts and expendi- 
tures to be open to public scrutiny. 


Provisions of the act extend present campaign spending limits to cover all media 
expenses and require all media firms (including: television, radio, newspaper, 
billboard, magazine, advertising, public relations, printing, opinion polling, com- 
puter, telephone, telegraph) to report the purchase of media services by candi- 
dates. Media expenses of candidates for the offices of district attorney, clerk of 
court, register of probate and insolvency, register of deeds, county commissioner, 
county treasurer and sheriff are limited to $.07 for each resident of the respec- 
tive electoral district. Other provisions of the act require candidates, upon 
official announcement or filing of nomination papers, to report all political 
receipts and expenditures since the date of the last general election for the office 
sought, and count such expenditures toward spending limits. The act also limits 
candidates to-one political committee. 


The act establishes a maximum penalty of one year imprisonment and/or 
$10,000 fine for individuals engaged in corrupt practices, and a $50,000 fine for 
corporations so involved. In addition, the Attorney General is permitted to bring 
an action for the removal of a candidate whose election was materially aided by 
corrupt practices on the part of the candidate or one acting in his behalf, where 
such removal is otherwise authorized by law.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the people of Bellingham: 


In an effort to maintain a realistic approach to ecological needs in the Town 
of Bellingham, the Conservation Commission concentrates on three specific areas: 


Education 
Conservation and Communication 


EDUCATION: 

Throughout the past year the Commission has composed a library of slides con- 
sisting of many different areas in Bellingham. These slides have been presented 
as a conservation program to schools on several occasions and are available upon 
request. 


In our continuing efforts to further educate ourselves in all phases of the envi- 
ronment, commission members have availed themselves of many different work- 
shops and seminars. Of particular interest was the Governor’s Conference on 
erosions and sediment control held at the Sheraton-Tara in Framingham. The 
purpose of the conference was to present a need for more legislation in the con- 
trol of pollution by erosion and sediment. 


Chester Hood, Hector Beauregard and Angela Mucciarone represented the 
Bellingham Conservation Commission at the conference. 


CONSERVATION: 

Because of the importance of preserving our wetlands, the commission has con- 
tinued to keep a watchful eye on the development in Bellingham. Two public 
hearings on wetlands were held and full cooperation was received from the parties 
involved. We have gone on numerous on-site inspections throughout the year. It 

is important to note that on several occasions, builders have contacted us because 
of their concern of possible violations of Ch. 131, Sec. 40. A public hearing was 
held and permission was granted to the Bellingham Sportsmen’s Club to build a 
fishing pond on Lake Street. By working closely with developers, we have been 
able to establish a good line of communication. 


The commission is ever vigilant in its effort to obtain land for conservation pur- 
poses. We have purchased 14 acres of land for a price of $12,000.00 from 
William and Gladys Glockner. This land abuts the Stall Brook School property, 
and is most beneficial to the teachers and students as an ecology teaching aid. 


The land also has value for future recreational use. We still maintain an interest 
in a specific area of land, available for purchase, which according to the Water 
Commissioners could be a continuing supply of water for the Town of Belling- 
ham. Of the land already owned by the commission the High Street property 
has been utilized in many ways. 
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School groups, Scouts and Organizations have used the land for picnics, camping 
and field trips. 


The house on the land as well as two acres of land have been deeded over to 
the Board of Selectmen for use as a Municipal Building and Parking Area. The 
Bellingham Lions Club with the assistance of the Boy Scouts have constructed 

a public park, known as Cooke Memorial Park. in a portion of the Southern 
Conservation Area. The commission wishes to express their gratitude to the 
Lions Club and the Boy Scouts of Bellingham for their time and effort in creat- 
ing such a fine recreation area. The commission grants permission to groups who 
request permission to use any land and welcomes suggestions for the use of the 
land which would be of benefit to the townspeople. 


COMMUNICATION: 

We on the commission have prided ourselves on being available to the townspeople 
for information, advice, and on-site inspections. In spite of the lack of a definite 
meeting place, the commission manages to meet on a weekly basis. We now have 
a Memorial High School Senior, Miss Joyce Joseph, serving as a clerk. She has 
been most beneficial in improving our communications. We are in Constant com- 
munication with the Department of Natural Resources the Conservation Law 
Foundation, and the Norfolk Conservation District. These agencies have been ex- 
tremely helpful to us and, with their continued support, the commission hopes 

to further the environmental cause. We have also attempted to keep open com- 
munication lines with all the other boards in town which is of prime importance. 
Angela Mucciarone was appointed member of the commission and Hector Beaure- 
gard was reappointed. The commission would like to thank Helen Collamati, 
Sheila Ozimek, Harry Schreffler, Joseph DeMars, and Leo Parente for serving as 
members during 1974. We take this opportunity to invite any interested citizen 

to join with us in our concern for the environment either as a member of as an 
associate.

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REPORT OF THE BELLINGHAM HISTORICAL COMMISSION FOR 1974 


The Bellingham Historical Commission is still publishing ‘“‘Crimpville 
Comments” a past and present history of Bellingham which is distributed 
through the Bellingham School system and local merchants, as well as being 
mailed all over the country to former residents of the town. The Blackstone 
Valley Regional School still plays a big part in our publication and without 
their cooperation we would be unable to publish the “Crimpville Comments”. 
To them we extend our greatest thanks. 


The death of our Chairman, Edward Sawyer, came as a great shock and 
loss to the Commission. Through the tireless efforts of our present Chairman, 
Bertrand Guerin, we are able to continue the publication of the ‘“‘Crimpville 
Comments”’. 


The history of the town would probably be gone forever without the con- 
tinuing efforts of John Lundvall, our town historian. Mr. Lundvall has spoken 
to school children on grave stone rubbings and given historical information 
concerning them. Without his efforts the re-enactment of Paul Revere’s ride 
would not have been seen by the children at the Stallbrook School, which 
resulted in the commission obtaining the original certificate of the Suffolk 
Resolves which was delivered to Philadelphia by the Paul Revere of 1974. 

Mr. Lundvall has acquired a dozen maps of historic significance dating from 
1686 to 1888. He has also acquired for the commission a Muster Roll dated 
1775 of the Bellingham men who answered the alarm of April 19th, 1775 

to go to Concord, Mass. The Commission has also acquired through John a 
1775 Muster Roll of the men from Bellingham who fought at Lake George, N.Y. 
in which five men from the town were killed. 


During the past year two new appointments were made, they were Gladys 
Ustonowich and Hilda Thayer, as a result of the resignation of Chester Hood 
and the untimely death of Edward Sawyer. 


The Commission plans to work with the Bi-Centennial Commission on the 
up coming celebration.

Special voter registration sessions were posted and held as required by law 
prior to the Annual Town Election, the State Primary, State Election, and all 
Special Town Meetings. In addition, voter registration has been provided by the 
Town Clerk on a year-round basis at his office in the Town Hall on Mondays, 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays from 9 A.M. to 5 P.M. and on Wednesdays 
from 9 A.M. to 3 P.M. and 7 P.M. to 9 P.M.

The conversion of the Voting list and Street List to a computer processible 
form last year has proven to be very successful. L.H.S. Associates, Inc., of 
Andover, Mass., the computer firm engaged to do this work, has done a com- 
mendable job, as the accuracy of both lists has improved appreciably. 


We again wish to remind residents of a few of the laws which they should 
be aware of regarding voter registration, to preclude any future problems involv- 
ing their voting status. Some of these are: 


1. When a voter moves from one street address to another within the 
town, he is required by law to file a written change of address 
form with the Board of Registrars. This must be done in 
person and on special forms which are available for this purpose 
in the Town Clerk’s Office. 
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2. When a female marries, she must re-register in her married name 
by December 31st of the year of her marriage, or she will not be 
eligiole to vote thereafter. 


3. Minors who will become 18 years of age prior to election day, may 
register to vote before the final day of registration, even though 
they have not yet become 18 years of age on the date of registration. 


4. Residency requirements for voter registration are now: 


a. 20 days prior to Annual Town Election and Town Meeting. 
b. 14 days prior to any Special Town Meeting. 
c. 28 days prior to a Presidential Primary, State Primary, 

and State Election. 


We again request the cooperation of all town residents in providing ac- 
curate information to the census enumerators when visiting their homes for the 
Annual Town Census, which is taken in the months of January and February. 


The information you provide is not only valuable to your town govern- 
ment, but it may also be important to you at some future time, if you should 
be required to prove your residency for various legal reasons. — 


~ It is expecially important to servicemen in applying for the state veterans 
bonus. It is also important for students who are planning to attend state colleges 
Or universities and claiming to be residents of this state in order to obtain the 
lower tuition rates. 


Servicemen and students, even though living away from home, are still 
considered legal residents of Bellingham unless they have established a permanent 
residence elsewhere. Their names should be reported to the census enumerators 
by their parents. .

REGISTRARS OF BELLINGHAM 
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REPORT OF THE VETERANS’ AGENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I am pleased to report that the Veterans’ Services expenditures for the calen- 
dar year 1974 have been decreased to a five-year low figure of $62,573.63, as 
shown in the following table:

Although Bellingham’s population continues to grow— it is currently esti- 
mated at 16,000 compared to 13,807 in 1970—and unemployment is also 
considerably higher than it was in 1970, we have again been able to affect this 
substantial decrease in our expenditures. 


Some of these savings can be directly attributed to the new Supplemental 
Security Income program. This program, which is mostly funded by the federal 
government along with a smaller share being funded by the State, has provided 
us with a means of transferring some of the older and more permanent Veterans’ 
Services cases from the Town payroll. 


However, most of the savings are the result of a continuing investigative 
effort in monitoring the amounts and sources of recipients’ income, and in 
diverting their needs whenever possible, through federal agencies, thereby reduc- 
ing the Town’s burden. 


It is also the result of a thorough screening and evaluation of all new ap- 
plicants, which continue to increase at an alarming rate due to the extremely 
high unemployment conditions in this area. 


Our requested budget this year is $75,000, which is $15,000 lower than 
last year. 


It is hoped that this amount will be sufficient to maintain this department 
through the next fiscal year in spite of the unusually adverse economic condi- 
tions confronting us at the present time. 
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We will do our utmost to maintain our present low level of expenditure 
and, if possible, perhaps improve on it. 


In so doing however, all veterans who qualify, may rest assured that they 
will receive the maximum benefits allowed by law.

The Planning Board held twenty-four regular meetings and one special 
meeting during the year. Four Public Hearings were held, and the first Industrial 
subdivision was approved. Two new subdivisions were given final approval. 


The Board hosted a joint meeting of officials from the Town of Black- 
stone and Bellingham along with State officials. The purpose of the meeting 
was to explore the possibility of a new road connecting Rte. 122 in Blackstone 
to Rte. 126 in Bellingham. The proposal is still being looked into. 


Wilfred P. Arcand resigned to assume his new duties as Selectmen and 
Francis O. Forte was appointed to serve until elections. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank all Town Officials and 
Citizens who have assisted the Planning Board in the performance of its duties 
during the year.

To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


The Cemetery Committee mournfully acknowledges the untimely death 
of its senior member, Mr. Carlton P. Gaskill. Mr. Gaskill served faithfully on this 
committee for over twenty years. 


The Cemetery Committee has established priorities for the forthcoming 
year, some aspects of these have already been initiated. First, in light of the 
increased ust of our cemeteries by historically oriented persons researching their - 
ancestries, primary concern has been aimed at restoring stones which have been 
damaged through age and vandalism. Secondly, it will be necessary in the com- 
ing year to increase the number of lots available in the Bellingham Center 
Cemetery, which is approaching its capacity. This will probably be accomplished 
by clearing the northern corner of the cemetery. Finally, we hope to solve the 
problem of littering and illegal dumping of trash in our cemeteries. This problem 
has been quite serious in the South Cemetery on Center Street with large 
volumes of trash and tree limbs having to be taken away. 


Through the cooperation of Mr. Joseph Clinton and Mr. Gerard Daigle, 
flagpoles were installed in the North and South Cemeteries. This will enable the 
cemeteries to be properly decorated on special occasions. The use of small flags 
had to be stopped because vandals continuously stole or destroyed the flags. 


In conjunction with the Board of Selectmen, this Committee in the forth- 
coming year will standardize the rates charged for the purchase of burial rights 
and establishment of perpetual care funds. Also, with the cooperation of the 
Health Inspector, we hope to investigate the problem of rampant littering and 
bring those responsible to justice. 


This Committee wishes to thank the Board of Selectmen and their Secretary, 
the Town Clerk, the members of the Highway Department and all others who 
have extended their generous cooperation during the year.

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REPORT OF THE WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION AGENT — 1974 
To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


As Workmen’s Compensation Agent for the Town of Bellingham, I hereby 
submit my report for the calendar year 1974. 


During the course of the year, fifteen new claims were handled through 
this office. Six of these claims were for injuries sustained by employees of the 
Highway Department, the remaining nine were filed by employees of the School 
Department. One of the School Department claims involves an injury incurred 
during the month of October. As of December 31, 1974, no ““Employer’s First 
Report of Injury” had been received by this office, so the claim is still outstand- 
ing. Also during the year, numerous bills for medical expenses resultant from 
injuries in prior years were handled as expeditiously as possible. 


It is imperative that all town employees covered under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Acts realize that Massachusetts General Laws require that em- 
ployers file with the Division of Industrial Accidents in Boston claims for all job- 
related incidents within forty-eight (48) hours. In light of this, the following 
procedure should be followed for all departments: 


1. Within twenty-four (24) hours after an employee has a job-related 
accident, the Department Supervisor and/or employee must fill out 
form S. F. 1, “Employee’s First Report of Injury’, in duplicate. 
These forms are available through all Department Heads and also 
at the Town Hall. 


2. Forms must then be delivered without delay to the Workmen’s 
Compensation Agent so that they may be properly processed and 
mailed to the Town’s insurance carrier and the Division of Industrial 
Accidents within forty-eight hours. 


At the special Town Meeting of October 24, 1974, the citizens of the Town 
of Bellingham voted to accept the provisions of the Massachusetts General Laws 
Annotated, Chapter 152, Section 69 as amended. This will allow the town, at the 
discretion of the Board of Selectmen to include various elected and appointed 
officials under Workmen’s Compensation. At the present time, there are forty-six 
elected and one hundred and sixty-seven appointed officials in the town for a 
total of two hundred and thirteen positions which could be included under 
Workmen’s Compensation. At the present time, a report is being prepared for 
the Board of Selectmen outlining the insurance classification each position will be 
assigned and the probable cost for insurance. Since some of our town officers 
are exposed to risks and/or safety hazards, it is important that they be properly 
covered. The acceptance of Section 69 as amended allows the town to properly 
insure these officials. Should the Board decide to exclude certain elected or 
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appointed officials, they must then consider alternate types of coverage or 
whether the town will assume a “‘self-insured” role in these cases. These matters 
should all be resolved before the Workmen’s Compensation policy is renewed in 
April, 1975. 


During the course of 1975, this office will conduct a continuing survey of 
all job-related incidents occurring to town employee’s, including the Police and 
Fire Forces. In this manner, the town will be better able to visualize where 
problem areas, such as chronic safety hazards, exist and then act to correct 
these situations. Since the number of claims affects our insurance rates, eliminat- 
ing the source of injuries and illnesses could result in monetary savings to the 
town, secondary to the decrease in number of employee’s injured. 


Finally, during the year 1975, I will initiate a program of monthly reports 
to be submitted to the Board of Selectmen. These reports will include the 
number of claims handled and all problems which may arise during the months 
ahead. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, their Secretary, the Town Clerk, 
Town Accountant, and all others who have extended their assistance during the 
year. .

The bid has been awarded for a 1974 Chevrolet Champion Guardian 
Ambulance, with delivery expected in the late spring of 1975, to replace the 
1966 International Carry-All now in service. 


A daily, weekly and monthly preventitive maintenance program by the 
permanent men, on duty, and with co-operation from the town mechanic at the 
Highway garage shows that all of the equipment is in good condition. No major 
repairs are anticipated at this time for 1975. A Capital Improvement eo. 
will be discussed in another section of this report. 


Personnel Training 


Training instructors were hired this year and the attendance, which was not 
compulsory because of the class schedule, was reasonably good. In 1975 the 
Chief plans to have the newly appointed Lieutenant co-ordinate plans with the 
station officers and to-gether they will work out a schedule whereby all fire 
fighters will receive the same schooling and the men must attend at least three 
quarters of the sessions to remain in good standing. Ambulance/Rescue training | 
will be continued with that divisions officers in charge, as in the past, with good 
results. 


Fire Prevention 


Programs in all Kindergarten through eighth grade classes were conducted 
with good reception. Time was also well spent at the Housing for the Elderly, 
Frost Electronics and Warwick-Zayres giving demonstrations and timely remind- 
ers as to the dangers of carelessness. Seasonal safety news releases were given 
to the papers. On a few occassions the Detective division of the local Police 
Department was called upon and persons responsible for incendiary fires were appre- 
hended and persons responsible for false alarms were caught. In all these cases 
the cost of the payroll was collected and the money turned into the town. The 
State Fire Marshal’s office was called on for help in a few cases. 
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Radios, Telephones, Fire Alarm Division and Communications 


The radios in all the vehicles and the two walkie-talkies in the officers 
hands is one of the most valuable pieces of firefighting equipment we own. By 
the middle of the summer it is predicted that we will be using the Emergency 
number 911 in place of the phones throughout the town we now have. The 
telephone company will assist in a comprehensive program to the townspeople 
to make this 100% workable. All personnel now have town-owned tone alerting 
sets in their homes. Each Monday morning a complete radio check is conducted 
and five days a week a tone alert test is given. The street box project is expand- 
ing each year, and this pastyear saw a tie-in of 8 more boxes and applications 
pending on a private business hook-in, the second Housing for the Elderly hook- 
in and a Youth Center tie-in. A continuing maintenance is carried on by the 
permanent men, on duty. 


Ambulance/Rescue Division 


This is a very dedicated group and the townspeople are very fortunate to 
have such dedicated men at their disposal. The quality of their work is contin- 
ually being praised by hospital personnel and the users of the service. The rates 
of use of the vehicles are very low and it behooves each user to honor the bills 
that they receive.

The Fire Alarm division will assist the Fire Chief in the enforcement of 
Chapter 148, Section 26B of the General Laws which requires an automatic 
Fire Detection system in all newly erected or substantially altered residential 
buildings as of January 1, 1975. 


Home owners should note that any fire protection system they might 
purchase for existing construction should meet the new code as some states 
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have made this type of law retroactive and this could be done at a later date in 
Mass. 


Recommendations 


The projection of the Capital Improvements for this department are as 
follows: 

The immediate need for an 85 foot aerial ladder.

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REPORT OF THE BELLINGHAM ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens of Bellingham: 


During the past year, two members of the Board resigned, due to their 
moving out of state. Mr. George E. Benedetto, Jr. and Mr. Brewster C. Hamm 
had served the Town for only a short time, but their services will be missed by 
the Board. 


As a result of these vacancies, Mr. Gordon Hakenjos and Mrs. Lynda Martel 
were appointed, with Mrs. Martel being the first woman to serve in the history 
of our Board. Upon re-organization, the officers are as follows: Chairman, James 
F. Brennan, Jr.; Vice Chairman, Richard Sonier; Secretary, Phillip Gallagher; 
Clerk, Mrs. Joan M. Wingle. 


During the year, the Board held 27 hearings, of which 15 were approved, 
7 were denied, 2 withdrawn and one decision is pending. The remaining 2 hear- 
ings were continuances of previous hearings. 


In seeking a Variance or Special Permit, it is suggested that appellants 
proceed as follows: 


(a) Obtain application from Clerk. 
(b ) Complete entire application, in duplicate. 
(c ) State reasons on application for requesting Variance or Special Permit. 
(d) Submit application to Board at a regularly-scheduled meeting, with 
a list of all abutters, as certified by the Board of Assessors, and a 
plot plan. 
(e) Attend the public hearing. 
(f ) Make a showing that pre-requisites A, B & C, as listed below, are met. 
(g ) Be prepared to show title to the land or an option to buy. 


There are certain pre-requisites which should be substantiated by the 
appellant before a Variance can be granted. 


(a) Special conditions affecting a particular parcel of land or building, 
but not affecting generally the Zoning District in which it is located; 
a literal enforcement of the provisions of the ordinance or bylaw 
would involve substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the 
appellant. 

(b ) Desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to the 
public good. 

(c) It will not nullify or substantially derogate from the intent or Sie 
pose of such ordinance or bylaw. 
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All the following conditions must be present before a Variance can be 
granted: 


(1) An appeal from a decision of the zoning officer, or a direct petition 
to the Board where the zoning officer is not involved. 

(2) A particular parcel of land or an existing building thereon. 

(3) Conditions especially affecting such parcel or building, but not 
affecting, generally, the zoning district in which the building or 
land is located, with the result of substantial hardship, financial or 
otherwise, to the appellant from the literal enforcement of the 

| regulations. 

(4) No substantial detriment to the public good if relief is granted. 

(5) No nullification or substantial derogation from the intent or pur- 
pose of the bylaw or ordinance.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Bellingham, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 

The year of 1974 showed great promise and great challenge for the indus- 
trial and commercial development of the Town of Bellingham. To be fully pre- 
pared to meet the challenge, the Industrial Development Commission was re- 
organized and restaffed in January 1974, by the Board of Selectmen. A joint 
seminar was held with the State Department of Commerce and Development to 
educate the new members on the duties of the commission and the manner in 
which the two groups interact. 


Further experience was gained in assessing the merits of certain industrial 
ventures proposed for the town and in questioning the motives of some deve- 
lopers. The other major problem encountered has been the practice of a few 
landowners to vary the price of industrially zoned land offered for sale accord- 
ing to their particular whims or on the ability of the relocating company to pay. 
A solution to this problem has been advanced and is under consideration. 


During 1974 the Industrial Development commission recommended to the 
Board of Selectmen that the Industrial Development Finance Authority (1.D.F.A.) 
be staffed and made operational in order to establish a more favorable business 
atmosphere and that business already in town might benefit from low interest 
loans available through the I.D.F.A. A direct result of this action was the loca- 
tion in town of the Fiber-Taxis Co. This company is building a modern 30,000 
sq. ft. facility and will initially employ 25-30 people. 


At the 1974 town meeting the I.D.C. sponsored a motion to form the 
Economic Development and Industrial Cooperation (E.D.I.C.) which was passed. 
The E.D.LC. is another device used by the State Department of Commerce and 
Development to attract industry to economically hard-pressed areas and is now 
available to Bellingham should the need arise. 


The I.D.C. has contacted developers such as Cabot, Cabot and Forbes Inc. 
Nordbloom and Co., and large consultant firms such as Arthur D. Little Inc. to 
generate interest in Bellingham. In addition a program was initiated to contact 
the large financial institutions which would lend monies for relocating firms. 
These efforts supplement a continuing advertising campaign directed to industries 
and areas having the greatest potential. 


Although the economic environment has deteriorated on a national and 
state level, the I.D.C. has redoubled its efforts to project a stable economic 
picture for Bellingham and continues to receive inquiries from industry interested

in locating here. 


The I.D.C. wishes to recognize those serving on the commission this year 
and unable to complete their tenure: Sal Cali and Richard Abretti. The I.D.C. 
appreciates their endeavors on behalf of the town and thanks them. 


The commission also wishes to express its appreciation to the members of 
all town departments and in particular, wishes to thank the selectmen whose 
understanding and leadership creates a favorable climate for industrial growth.

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REPORT OF THE SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


The South Middlesex Opportunity Council is a Community Action Agency fund- 
ed by the Office of Economic Opportunity to serve low-income families and indi- 
viduals in Framingham, Ashland, Bellingham, Holliston, Hopkinton, Marlboro, 
Natick, Southboro and Wayland. 


The responsibility of the Agency is to: 


1. Meaningfully involve low-income people in developing and carrying out 
anti-poverty programs. 


2. Mobilize public and private resources in support of anti-poverty programs. 


3. Coordinate efforts with other Agencies so as to avoid duplication and im- 
prove delivery of services. 


4. Serve as an advocate for the poor on matters of public policy and programs 
which affect their status, promoting institutional improvements. 


5. Support neighborhood level and community based organizations. 


During the past year SMOC has continued to expand its programs to more 
effectively serve low-income residents in the nine community area. Outlined below 
are the programs that SMOC has developed and presently operates: 


A. A Head Start Program which provides 130 pre-school age children and their 
families with an educational experience, medical assistance and supportive 
social services. 


B. A Day Care Program operating at two centers, one in Framingham, the other 
in Marlboro, for a total 61 low-income children 5 days per week, 52 weeks 
per year. 


C. A Prison Resocialization Program providing job training, accredited educa- 
tion through Framingham State College, and resocialization opportunities 
for 30 inmates of Massachusetts Correctional Institution, Norfolk. The Pro- 
gram Operates 5 days per week at Medfield and Foxboro State Hospitals. 


D. A Neighborhood Youth Corps Program providing employment and support- 
ive services to low-income teenagers. 
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_ A Consumer Protection Program operated in conjunction with the Attorney 


General of the Commonwealth, providing counseling, investigation, educa- 
tion and, if necessary, court action to insure the rights of consumers in the 
South Middlesex area. During this year over 1000 area residents have been 
assisted and refunds and savings to consumers have totaled over $31,000. 


. A Manpower Program under The Comprehensive Employment and Training 


Act (CETA) which provides job counseling, job development and supportive 
services to the unemployed and underemployed area residents. In addition, 
SMOC conducts an Operation Mainstream Program which provides direct job 
placement and salary to unemployed area residents. 


. An Alcoholic Rehabilitation Program providing counseling, access to detoxi- 


fication and follow-up to individuals and their families. In addition the Pro- 
gram provides alcohol education to area school systems. The Program also 
operates the Drinking Driver counseling program in conjunction with the 
South Middlesex District Court. The resources of the Rehab Center are avail- 
able to Bellingham residents. 


. The Greater Framingham Detoxification Center provides a 20 bed alcoholic 


detoxification program for residents of the Greater Framingham, Greater 
Marlboro and Greater Newton area. The facility is open twenty-four hours 
a day, seven days per week to provide pick up, intake, medical screening, 
detoxification, clinical evaluation, after care, and follow-up of the acutely 
intoxicated person. 


During the next year SMOC will continue to operate these programs while con- 
tinuing its efforts in the areas of housing, health, manpower and the support of 
local low-income groups. 


The Board of Directors of SMOC, which sets policy for the Agency, is composed 
of twenty-seven local residents. The Selectmen of the Town of Bellingham have a 
seat on the SMOC Board. Further information on SMOC can be gained by calling 
the central office located at 36 Concord Street, Framingham, 872-4853.

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REPORT OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


An audit of activity for the calendar year 1974 indicates that the Personnel 
Board had seventy formal meetings. The average time spent for each meeting was 
three hours. This time out does not include the Board’s regularly scheduled 
monthly meeting. 


During these formal meetings, the Board spent time with personnel from the 
following areas: The Fire Department, Highway Department, Police Department, 
Water Department, Board of Selectmen, Town Hall Employees, Finance Commit- 
tee, Call Firemen and Town Counsel. Some weeks, we were holding three and four 
meetings. 


The Board completed labor negotiations and updated contracts with three bar- 
gaining units: (1) Water Department, Local #1298, (2) Fire Department, Local 
2071, and (3) The Police Association. In each case, the contract terms are for two 
years with the Water contract having an opener clause in the second year on wages 
only. 


An opportunity for promotion to a Lieutenant’s position was bargained for in 
the Firemen’s contract. The Board selected a professional agent from outside the 
community who designed, administered and scored the test results. The highest 
scorer received the Lieutenant’s position. 


After meeting with all the Town Hall employees, both as a group and ona 
scheduled individual basis, the Board made wage adjustments in those areas where 
obvious inequities existed. 


At the time of this writing (January 3, 1975), the Board is in the process of 
evaluating four grievances as submitted by the Police Association. Also, the Board 
is currently addressing the area of wages with the Water Department’s bargaining 
group. In addition to the above, we are in the middle of negotiating a new contract 
with the Highway Department. 


There are numerous items on the Board’s agenda for the coming year, most im- 
portant of which is to establish completed files for every paid position in the Town, 
Identifying job codes, job descriptions and wage rates for every Town employee. 
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All in all, the Personnel Board has had a busy year for its first time in operation, _ 
considering that it experienced a better than 50% turnover in its appointments.

REPORT OF PARK COMMISSION 


The 1974 year saw the beginning of a new basketball program for girls and the 
continuation and expansion of the girls’ softball league which is now composed of 
250 girls. 


Under our continuing program, the Park Commission was able to help the Little 
League consisting of 425 boys, the Youth Hockey with 200 boys, youth football 
with 150 boys and Babe Ruth Baseball with 30 boys, and youth basketball with 
100 boys. 


During the summer the Commission continued its playground program and saw 
an increase in the number of children participating. The Swim program had an en- 
rollment of over 800 Bellingham youngsters, learning skills under qualified instruc- 
tors. The Summer program ended with a trip to Canobie Lake Park and next year 
we are looking forward to new attractions at the parks. 


The tennis program is far exceeding our facilities and we hope to see new courts 
in the North section of town before long. Because of the energy crisis, lights were 
not able to be installed this year, but we hope to see them in 1975. 


In 1975 the Commission is planning a weightlifting, outdoor basketball and 
soccer programs. 
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The Commission would like to commend and express its deepest thanks to its 
superintendents, maintenance crew, instructors, coaches and especially the many 
volunteers who give so unselfishly of their time so that these programs may be en- 
joyed by all. The Commission would like to extend special thanks to the School 
and Highway departments for their help and support.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS AND HIGHWAYS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens of Bellingham: 


The. year 1974 has come to a close and at this time I would like to review some 
of theactivities of your Highway Department and give you a brief report of future 
plans. 


We registered a total snowfall for the year of 34 inches which was 12 inches 
below normal. I think that the employees of your Highway Department did an ex- 
cellent job of keeping our streets open and safe for the citizens of the town. 


The following streets were paved in 1974 with the proceeds from the state gas 
tax and Chapter 81 maintenance:

This Department is asking for the following equipment in 1975— 1 Dump Truck, 
1 Brush Ch ipper, 1 8/10 Ton Roller, 1 Berm Machine and an Auger for our present 
paving machine. All the above equipment would be paid for by reimbursement from 
the State under Chapter 825, Section 3 of the Acts of 1974. 


I would also like to propose and recommend that the Board of Selectmen give 
serious consideration to expand our mechanic and maintenance department by one 
more man. At the present time our vehicle maintenance force is spread too thin to 
maintain all the vehicles for all major departments in Town. As a result the vehicles 
are not getting the type of maintenance that they should. 
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We supply gasoline for 44 Town vehicles from all departments. In 1974, 62,000 
gallons of gasoline was supplied to all Departments, and at the present time a new 
pump for non leaded gasoline is being installed to accommodate all new vehicles. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all the employees of the Highway 
Department, the Water Department, the Police Department, Fire Department, the 
School Department, the Board of Selectmen, the Secretary of the Board of Select- 
men, the Town Counsel, and the State and County Engineers for the fine coopera- 
tion and help given to me in this past year. :

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


During the year 1974 the School Committee met on 48 occasions. The Com- 
mittee meets in regular session on the second and fourth Tuesday of each month. 
However, there are peek times, particularly during budget preparations, that we 
meet with a greater degree of frequency. 


In retrospect we feel that we have had a very fruitful and exciting year. 


On January 8 we voted approval of students in our foreign language department 
to visit Spain. This was a first for Bellingham and provided a first hand opportun- 
ity for students to better understand the ane customs, and life style of the 
Spanish people. 

On January 24 the Committee voted the “Continuous Day” concept in an ef- 
fort to accommodate all students in grades 7 thru 12 in one building. This is a 
stop gap measure. There is no question that the system requires additional facil- 
ities. The Superintendent reviews this matter in his report and therefore, we shall 
not be redundant but brief. Suffice it to say at this point that the Committee has 
voted that a Middle School Building Committee be formed for the purpose of 
alleviating this overcrowded situation. We are examining the possibilities of the 
rental or acquisition of non-public facilities. This inadequacy of space is the most 
serious problem that confronts us. 


Chapter 766, the new special education law guarantees full opportunities to 
individuals with special needs. We have appointed a director of this service and 
have added to our special needs staff in order to provide the service mandated by 
this legislation. 


On February 26 Robert Chase attended his final meeting after having served 
on the Committee for six years. 


On March 12 the Committee welcomed its new member Daniel J. Ranieri. 
Harold A. Maines was re-elected Chairman and Robert Donahue was elected Vice- 
Chairman. Edgar Desaulniers was appointed Treasurer. 


During the month of March we held a public hearing on our budget as required 
by law. However, all budget discussions are held in open meeting and we encourage 
all citizens to be present for these significant sessions. 


Another first this year was the creation of the Bellingham campus of Boston 
State College. Through this program, town and area citizenry may participate in 
an undergraduate or graduate program in pursuit of a bachelors or a masters degree 
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from Boston State College. In addition, any course for which there are ten or more 
registrants will be offered.” 


Any citizen who wishes to communicate with the school committee is encour- 
aged to do so. A call or note to the Central Office will initiate a discussion or 
meeting. We want to thank the various municipal departments for their coopera- 
tion, as well as other school related organizations for their support.

_ MINIMUM AGE FOR ENTRANCE TO KINDERGARTEN 


The child shall attain the age of five during the calendar year in which he in- 
tends to enroll in kindergarten. The first school year begins with kindergarten. 


A child transferring from another school system’s kindergarten class whose 
entrance age requirement is lower than that in Bellingham should have had regu- 
lar experience in a public school kindergarten at least until the Thanksgiving Re- 
cess and may be registered for entrance into kindergarten not earlier than the 
first public school day after the above-mentioned recess. In addition, a statement 
shall be required from the previous school attended that the child is capable of 
doing kindergarten work, and has been in attendance a minimum of 75% of the 
school year. If, after a reasonable time, the adjustment is not satisfactory in the 
judgment of the Superintendent of Schools, he shall be dropped from the rolls. 


“NO SCHOOL” SIGNAL 


A four-blast alarm by way of our fire alarm system will be sounded at 6:15 a.m. 
in the event that school sessions are to be cancelled. Further, ““No School’’announce- 
ments will be made at approximately 6:00 a.m. and intermittently thereafter over 
Radio Stations WMRC, WWON, WNRI, WPRO, WBZ, WBZ-TV, and WCVB-TV. 


In the event that schools do not close on any particularly bad day (rain, snow, 
cold, or other severe weather) parents are requested to use their own judgment in 
regard to sending their children to school. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Bellingham School Committee: 


For almost two decades now our school system has experienced an exceedingly 
high rate of growth in population. Further, at a time when nationally approximate- 
ly 75% of our nation’s school districts are experiencing a population decrease or 
are at population zero, Bellingham’s school population continues to grow. 


Although our school enrollment is increasing at a decreasing rate, we must be 
mindful that our secondary division is now on a “continuous day” program, and 
in the elementary division we have aborted the original purpose of certain special 
areas and made classroom spaces of these areas. In spite of this condition our 
pupil-teacher ratio at these levels continues on the rise. The longer we continue 
with these practices the more we affect the integrity of the educational process, 
since these alternative measures place restraints on our effort in our pursuit of 
improved horizontal and vertical education. 


Thus, we make a strong appeal that remedial action be taken. We want our 
pupils to be on a single session day. We want our curriculum sufficiently flexible 
in order to provide challenging experiences for all students whether they be college 
bound or vocationally oriented. We need to reduce class size and restore areas to 
their original purpose. Summarily, we need to provide all students with an environ- 
ment which is appropriate and conducive to success. 


We need additional school facilities—this, in spite of, and in addition to, the 
fact that we are looking into the possibility of non-public school and community 
resources. 


The historical and projected enrollments that follow, as well as our age-grade 
enrollment, will graphically demonstrate that the problem is not coming, but 
rather that it is here and will continue. 
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Many significant accomplishments were realized in the elementary division this 
past year. We completed our first year of providing kindergarten experiences for 
more than 370 pupils. A new comprehensive language arts program was introduced 
and implemented. This program allows pupils to proceed at their own rate of 
achievement in the skills of written and oral language. This is in keeping with our 
overall objective of personalizing our methodology. 


Full elementary music programs, both vocal and instrumental, are available to 
all students. We now have an elementary band in each of our three elementary 
districts. We have developed curriculum guides in art, music, and physical educa- 
tion. All are in keeping with the individualization practice. 


During the summer of 1974, a committee made up of teachers prepared a com- 
prehensive report on the discipline of elementary science. Th is program will be 
implemented in 1975. 


A cooperative library program with the cooperation of the town library trustees 
was established at Stall Brook School. By sharing facilities and materials, better 
services are offered both students and adults of our community. 


Outdoor education programs were initiated for sixth grade students. All sixth 
graders spend a week at an outdoor education facility receiving firsthand experience 
in environmental education. 


In June of 1974 we conducted our thirty-sixth commencement exercises. There 
were 185 students who received High School diplomas. It appears that this is the 
last class of less than 200 to receive diplomas from our High School. A copy of 
the program follows.

In 
order to make it possible for our Junior-Senior High School students to be accom- 
modated, students in grades 9 thru 12 attend the morning segment of time, which 
operates from 7:15 A.M. to 12:30 P.M. Students in grades 7 and 8 attend the 
afternoon segment of time, that is, 12:30 P.M. to 5:30 P.M. 


The separation of the groups allows for some expansion in curriculum areas, 
since with the implementation of two sessions we virtually double our capacity. 
There are now increased enrollments at the secondary level in music, industrial 
arts, home economics, and art. We have also instituted resource rooms at the 
secondary level. This condition will be short-lived since with increases in popula- 
tion we will need more space. There may be as many as 1500 enrolled in the after- 
noon segment of time in two years. 


In the business department of our high school we instituted a program in dis- 
tributive education and opened our DECA store. We are pleased to state that in 
regional and state competitions a number of our students finished in first or second 
place, or were declared champions in a number of categories. 


Provisions for the implementation of Chapter 766, the new Special Education 
Law, were made during this past year. Additional staff was required to properly 
provide special needs students with a service to meet their needs. Under the ex- 
panded eligibility of Chapter 766 we now serve approximately 900 children in the 
area. An agreement has been effected with King Philip Regional Vocational Tech- 
nical High School whereby some of our students with special needs participate in 
a career development program. We are undertaking a study to determine the feas- 
ibility of joining a regional collaborative to share some of the responsibility and 
cost as we fulfill our requirements caused by this landmark legislation. 


We are engaged in a number of federal projects under Titles I, Il, 117, and V in 
the amount of approximately $62,000 at the elementary level and $34,000 at the 
secondary level. 


Vision and hearing tests are administered to each child as prescribed by law. 
Additionally our school physician and school nurses, with the cooperation of the 
Health Department, conduct clinics. Physical examinations were administered to 
kindergarten pupils, as well as 4th, 7th and 10th graders and athletes, during the 
course of the school year. 


Our hot lunch program continues as usual at the elementary level. However, 
because of the “continuous day” at the secondary level, participation in the hot 
lunch program, as we know it, has been eliminated and in its stead we operate a 
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snack bar. It is hoped that in the near future we can restore our food program to 
what it had been. 


Adults in our community continue to show an interest in evening education. 
We offered 12 courses to adults this past year. Almost 300 people participated in 
this program. Additionally, we have arranged with Boston State College to conduct 
graduate and undergraduate programs at Bellingham High School. 


On the graduate level, courses are open to any student who has a Bachelor’s 
degree from an accredited college and wishes to pursue a degree at Boston State 
College or any other institution, or wishes to take courses for professional or per- 
sonal enrichment. 


On the undergraduate level, classes are open to any student who has a high 
school diploma or a G.E.D. and is interested in taking college courses either as a 
degree candidate or for professional personal enrichment. Moreover, we shall con- 
duct any course listed in the Boston State College catalog for which there are 10 
or more enrollees. 


In summary we would say that this past year has been an exciting and fruitful 
one. We have a good staff, both professional and auxiliary. We are also more than 
ordinarily pleased with our program. Our major problem is the lack of adequate 
space. We need space not only to house pupils but also to house programs. With 
the absence of adequate space we must realize that constraints are placed on the 
future of Bellingham education. 


My strong recommendation would therefore be that every effort be exerted to 
create a school building committee to answer this problem. 


I want to thank the various municipal departments, service clubs, civic organiza- 
tions, Citizens Advisory Committee, Home and School Associations, and general 
citizenry, for their support and cooperation. 


To you, the School Committee, for your many hours of dedication for the pur- 
pose of serving the youth of our community, and for your support of our efforts, 
go my sincere thanks.

Site Plan Review — Applications for permits for construction, 
if requiring 20 or more parking spaces, shall be accompanied by a 
fourth print of the plan of the lot, and be referred to the Planning 
Board within 7 days of filing with the Building Inspector for the 
Planning Board’s review and written advisory report; and no building 
permit shall be issued prior to receipt of such report unless 28 days 
lapse from the date of referral. 


Plans subject to this section shall show existing and proposed top- 
ography, water, sanitary sewerage, storm drainage, parking, and circu- 
lation pattern, in addition to the information required in Section 1210. 


Plans subject to this section shall be designed so as to assure safety of 
internal circulation and egress, provide adequate access to each struc- 
ture for fire and service equipment, and provide adequate utility ser- 
vice and drainage, consistent with the Design Standards of the sub- 
division regulations of the Bellingham Planning Board, as in effect at 
the date of adoption of this Bylaw. 


1230. Enforcement — The Zoning Agent shall institute and take 
any and all such action as may be necessary to enforce full compli- 
ance with any and all of the provisions of this Bylaw and of permits 
and variances issued thereunder, including notification of non- 
compliance and request for legal action through the Selectmen to 
the Town Counsel. 


1240. Penalty — Anyone violating any provision of this Bylaw, any 
of the conditions under which a permit is issued, or any decision 
rendered by the Board of Appeals, may be fined not more than $50 
for each offense. Each day that such violation continues shall consti- 
tute a separate offense.
